Unkind to Writers > 


Is the North unkind to its wrifers? 
One may. well ask the question on recalling 
how many Ulster born authors have left 
the province. 

Mr. Robert Lynd has confessed—half 
whimsically, perhaps—that if she could 
have found a use for him he would never 
have left Ulster. So far as I can recall, 
Mr. St. John Ervine has not explained 
in any of his works why he left his native 
Belfast, but one may suppose that Mr. 
Lynd’s excuse would fit his case equally 
well. 

The Church in the North has a number 
of lucrative livings for men of ability, 
yet that talented son of a Belfast clergy- 
man, George A. Birmingham (Canon J.-O, 
Hannay) has not elected to remain in the 
province. 

In leaving Ulster, not all writers have 
made their homes out of Ireland. Many 
of them have contented themselves by 
merely taking a little hop down as far 
as Dublin, vide Lynn Doyle. The out- 
standing example, of course, was “ A.F.,”’ 
whose birthplace was a village outside 
Lurgan. 

The list of writers, however, who sought 
@ spiritual home in London rather than 
Belfast could be extended to formidable 
dimensions. It would be found to include 
men. whose work is as far apart in con- 
cept as that of Mr. James Douglas and 
Mr. Freeman Wills Crofts. 


Miss Wlarion King 


I have an apology to make to Miss 
Marion King, the Monkstown artist, who 
is now co-operating with the Free State 
Department of Education in the produc- 
tion of illustrated animal stories in Irish 
—the idea being that youngsters will 
learn more about the national language 
through the medium of sketches about 
Teddy Bear and Bunny Rabbit than any 
way else.

The Rumanian Army 


I was not very much impressed by my 
short sojourn in Rumania. When we 
reached the frontier we knew that we had 
left Czechoslovakia, because our train was 
boarded by a Rumanian soldier with a 
fixed bayonet on his rifle. This perform- 
ance was repeated at every station on 
Rumanian soil. The Rumanian Army .s 
not thought much of on the Continent, 
and I am not ‘surprised. Those warriors 
whom I saw at the stations were dressed 
impressively ; but that was about all that 
could be said for them. They wore khaki, 
after the style of the British Tommy ; but 
there was a difference. On their heads 
were colossal tin hats, fronted by a great 
Roman eagle in shining steel, which gave 
the poor fellows rather a comical appear- 
ance. They did not look one little bit 
like Cmsar's legionaries, and even the 
adoption of a ferocious expression did not 
make them convincing. 

They were the kind of persons that you 
would not particulorly care to meet alone 
on a dark night; and I could not help 
thinking of the ge ys agar tes gg 
magnificent troops when they ran up 

t we Army in the Great 
ar. The officers are far more imposing, 
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but even less convincing, than the men. I

Wooded ‘Wealth

As we were dawdling 
over: our meal we were astonished to hear 
an unmistakable English voice calling for 
“Zwei Beah bittah.”” A large burly 
individual with his wife, both got up in 
regulation hiking kit, had stamped into 
the room after a day on the hills. They 
were the first English speaking people that 
we had seen since we left Prague. We 
were hundreds of miles from anywhere, 
and even the Cockney accent would have 
been as sweet music to our ears after 
weeks of Yiddish, Ruthenian, 
Slovak and all the rest of it. But, alas, 
there was nobody to introduce us. So, 
although those English folk were - in 
the hotel for two whole days with 
us, we never exchanged a word. 
Towards ghe end it got rather on 
my nerves, and it took all the Cork- 
man’s blandishments to prevent me from 
going up to the hikers and breaking the 
ice with “ Dr, Livingstone, I presume!’’ 
I like the English; but there are limits 
to exclusiveness. 


Dies Non 
Rachov is a busy little place, depending 


almost entirely for its economic existence 
on the timber industry. It lies un the 
Western bank of the River Tisa, or Teiss, 
and is connected to the railway station 
on the Eastern bank by a fine big bridge. 
The trees are felled all along the river 
to the North of Rachov, are cut into logs 
about three or four feet in length, and

and that was not malted milk. Our path 
ran straight up the mountain, which is 
conical in shape; and here we came across 
one of our first experiences of the Czecho- 
slovak Government's extensive military 
preparations against another war. Dumen 
is not very far from the Polish frontier— 
nothing seems to be very far from any 
frontier hereabouts—and from its summit 
it commands a fine view not only of 
Poland towards the North, but also of 
Rumania towards the South. 


The Next War 


If there is a war, and if the Russians 
come to the assistance of the Czechoslovaks, 
it probably will be through this part of 
the Republic that they will march. During 
the last war there was extremely heavy 
fighting all over this little corner of what 
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Peasant types near Rachov.

They were al] from 
Moravia, which is highly civilised and 
fairly isticated, whereas here they 
were absolutely in the wilds without a 
cinema nearer than Uzhorod. Their main 
job was building the military road 
up the mountain.

Gunfire and shooting—the boom 
of the assaulting guns before Port Arthur, 
the great cannonade in the marshes at 
Tannenberg, the wild bursts of rifle fire 
from Red Guards as they dashed through 
‘the streets of St. Petersburg, in com- 
mandeered taxi-cabs. during the first days 
of the Revolution; the rattle of machine. 
guns, turned by revolutionaries upon 
revolutioharies on the Nevsky Prospect, 
and, finally, that thin, pitiful volley which 
slaughtered, with his entire family, in an 
Ekaterinburg cellar, the last of the Tsars 
—formed the tragic theme in that grim 
| symphony which was the slow decline and 
violent consummation of Holy Russia. The 
story of the Russian Revolution is 
primarily a drama of two protagonists, the 
ill-fated Nicholas II. Gá Lenin, and it 
must be admitted, no matter what personal 
opinions one holds, that the obscure 
revclutionary, who has after his death 
attained an almost mystical significance to 
millions of this earth’s people, was 
historically a much greater figure than the 
nominally all-powerful, but actually weak- 
minded: and rather pitiful, Tsar. The un- 
dignified defeat of the Russian Armies by

in 1911 of the enlightened statesman, 
Stolypin, until it finally emerged in 
19:7 as a full and brutal flood of nation- 
wide revolution, and swept away for ever 
that strange mixture of good and evil, of 
saintliness and tyranny, the rule of the 
Tsars. To-night’s vast historical com- 
ilation represents Professor Temperley’s 

rth historical reconstruction tor the 
radio. Of the previous three, listeners 
will recall the one which told the story of 
the reign of the late King George V. from 
his accession to his Silver Jubilee, and 
another, ejually memorable, which was 
broadcast ón the twentieth anniversary of 
August 4, 1914, and re-told with almost 
painful simplicity and clarity the march 
of events from the July day on which 
Princep’s pistol rang out in the narrow 
streets of Serajevo, until the. midnight 
hour on which the British ultimatum to 
Germany expired and the “lights of 
Europe ” went out, one by one, leaving 
four bitter years of conflict and darkness 
ahead. To-night’s successor to these 
memorable broadcasts should prove 
equally impressive, more especially so 
since Professor Temperley has approached 
his task of presentation, not as a mere 
propagandist, but as a serious héstorian 
of proved impartiality 

In to-night’s Radio Athlone programme 
there is a relay of the annual concert of 
the Students’ Union from the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music at Westland row. 
Patrick Kirwan, the well-known Dublin 
tenor, will sing songs by Scott, Besly and 
Dunhill; Carmel Turner will play two 
Esposito compositions as piano solos, and 
a generally interesting musical programme 
will be given.

Raw Materials 


The control of colonial possessions has 
been associated at all times with the de- 
velopment of industry on a large scale, 
and the great empires have come into 
being in the two centuries since the begin- 
ning of the period of industrial revolution. 
The raw materials which could not be pro- 
duced. at home,e and were vital to 
growing industries, were sought abroad, 
and the flag preceded trade. In the 
colonial discussions by which the British 
Parliament was so often enlivened during 
the nineteenth century none were so re- 


spoken in their words, as those which 
dealt with raw materials. The great in- 
dustries had to be kept growing and 
developing at whatever cost: raw materials 
must be sought and acquired from what- 
ever source; new markets must be found 


That 
was John Bright’s condemnation of 
colonial adventures, but it was the fervent 
advocacy of Richard Cobden that finds a

Cobden has been finely described as “' the 
international man,” and if he has been 
subjected to the scornful abuse of ultra- 
nationalists of recent times neither the 
abuse nor the scorn reduces the stature of 
the man or detracts from the value of his 
ideas. While Bright thought colonies 
never could be anything better than 
nuisances Cobden saw their potential value 
as sources of raw material and markets 
for goods. He saw, further, that contact 
with what was believed to be a superior 
civilisation must tend inevitably towards 
the gradual narrowing of the gap which.

All these ideas have been 
borne out in history ; but not quite in the 
way in which Richard Cobden saw their 
realisation in his prophetic speeches.

The Castlecary Disaster 


Our sympathies must go out to the 
people of Scotland in the appalling 
calamity which befell them on Friday. 
So far as can be determined, the bodies 
of all the victims have been recovered 
fiom the collision at Castlecary, im 
Stirlingshire ; the death-roll numbers 56, 
of whom six are. women. The very in- 
frequency of such disasters in these 
islands tends to heighten their sadness. 
For two generations: the railway systems 
of Great Britain and of Ireland so seldom 
have been the cause of major accidents 
that they are the envy of every other 


ways organised, to all outward appear- 


these islands; yet on the Continent cf 
Europe, and even in the United States, 
the proportion of calamities is-notoriously 
greater. We do not understand why this 
difference should exist; there is no 
evidence to suggest that a higher standard 
of efficiency is required from the multitu- 
dinous officials of the railway systems of 
Great Britain and Ireland than is 
demanded elsewhere. Yet the fact remains, 
by rail excites more general .herror and 
alarm than a dozen accidents by air, or 
even by sea. No system of transport, 
however, is so near to perfection that it 
cannot be improved, and Friday's event 
will inspire a demand for an even closer 
approach to perfection. Already the 
Scottish officials of the London and North- 
Eastern Railway Company have held an 
inquiry—concerning which, however, they 
propose to issue no statement, while there 
is reason to believe that the Ministry of 
Transport will open an investigation to- 
day. One point has been raised already 
in the cross-Channel Press. It is urged 
that a time has come when wooden 
coaches ought to be eliminated from rail- 
way trains and replaced by steel coaches. 
Steel coaches are not immune against the 
appalling shock of a collision at speed ;

United Kingdom is six hundred every day. 
Persons who cannot possibly afford the 
expendittre—and we believe that this fact 
is particularly true of Dublin—often run 
themselves in for comparatively large 
instalments, and, having paid a certain 


default. In many cases the hiring firm 
acts generously, and either gives the 
purchasers time to pay or refunds them 
@ reasonable proportion of their money 
before seizure; but in others they insist 
on the strict letter of the law, with the 
result that the wretched people lose goods 
and money as well. It is to stop such 
practices that Miss Wilkinson’s bill has 
been produced. The habit of canvassing 
the poorer classes by ‘‘ high-pressure ” 
salesmen is one of the worst features of 
this system, and we suggest that the 
progress of the British bill should be 
watched carefully in Ireland. 


Real and Ideal 


Erzeroum district of Eastern -Anatolia— 
these names make no news, since they are 
not in the Balkan States—were ploughing 
through their local forest, and, as is the 
custom in Erdehan, they lightened the 
burden of their journey by slinging mud, 
intellectual witticisms, and acorns among 
themselves.

Deaths on the Railway 


The terrible railway disaster in Scotland 
sent a thrill of horror through London 
yesterday, and the demand for newspapers 
was extraordinary. It was quickly 
recognised that the accident approached 
in magnitude that awful catastrophe of 
the Tay Bridge in 1879, when that Bridge 
collapsed with a train laden with pas- 
sengers. On that occasion, as on the pre- 
sent one, a blizzard played a great part, 
and rendered almost useless the pre- 
cautions taken by man, while it added to 
the sufferings of the unfortunate people 
who were travelling in the train—the most 
popular of the day between Edinburgh 
and Glasgow. The accident will certainly 
revive the campaign for the provision of 
steel railway carriages, as it is declared 
that the loss of life would not have been 
so heavy if these had been in use, instead 
of the wooden variety. 


More Rumours of Peace 


Once again rumour says that there is a 
prospect of a settlement of outstanding 
uestions between this country and the 
rish Free State, and a date is given when 
this happy state of things will become an 
accomplished fact. December 29th, the 
Constitution Day of the Free State, is 
mentioned, and from that time the special 
tariffs on cattle will cease, Irish grey- 
hounds are to come here duty free, and 
there will be a special corner in the 
British market for Irish butter, bacon 
and eggs. In addition the annuities 
dispute by mutual agreement will be 
referred to the Hague Tribunal. The story 
is a most interesting one, but I can find 
no foundation for it on this side, while 
doubt is thrown on the Hague suggestion.

“SOMETHING WENT 
WRONG ” 
William Hunter, of Islandmagee, 


County Antrim, the sole survivor, who is 
married, yesterday gave a graphic descrip» 
tion of the sinking of the ship. Hunter 
was rescued by a young man whom he 
did not know. and who carried him over 
the rocks to where he was:able to be re- 
vived. He was later taken to Bangor 
Hospital, where he is progressing. 

He said that the vessel left Belfast at 
5.15 p.m. on Saturday, but +hey did not 
meet any really bad weather. 

‘‘Something went wrong,” he said, 
“and we turned at Brigsbuoy to go back, 
but, as we swung around, the ship took a 
heavy list and then we started to run for 
the shore. As we did so we put up 
rockets, and in the gathering darkness 
we saw the answering rockets on the 
shore. We feared that the ship would 
heel over at any time, and I saw one of 
the boats being washed away from the 
davits. 

“The captain ordered all to put on life- 
jackets, and for our own safety we all 
stood on the bridge. A couple cf minutes 
later the ship sank below us, throwin 
us all out into the sea. Apparently 
was the only one to get ashore alive. I 
remember seeing the two engineers, Bond 
and Currel, near me in the water before 
I Jost consciousness. I remember nothing 
from that moment until a young man 
pulled me out of the water and carried me 
over the rocks.”
